Then, coming back, we touched at 
Valparaiso, Chile. To me death seemed 
easier than the homeward-bound voy­ 
age. 80 one night BUI and I slid down 
the anchor chain and swam to h “bum- 
boat** lying near uh.

Chileno $1 to row us ashore. 
II«* did 
so. 
Dripping wet we crawled up onto 
the stone quay and made tracks for 
the town. We found lhat the dock was 
enclosed by a tall iron fence. 
At the 
gate w ere tw o customs officers, who 
Immediately put us under arrest. Bill 
and I bad $20 In gold between us. 
Bnd, n* 1« usual In .South America, It 
was a simple matter to bribe the cus­ 
toms Officials to let us through.

cost us half of our fortune, but we did 
not care. Freedom was worth all of I*. 
We wore well into tbe town and feel­ 
ing secure when we were held up by 
a Chilean gendarme, who looked lik ■ 
a walking arsenal.
